This hardens the mouth, wrinkles the brow 
and brings on premature age. _ An. angry face is never 
beautiful. Men have used strong language since the be- 
ginning of time. That is why there are so few good look- 
ingmen.” That should settle the question. On the face 
of it, the negative wins. A representative of the swear- 
ing sex can only offer, as a clincher, this modest adden- 
dum to the argument: “With all men’s Brenring A life 
at fate, fortune, accident, misery, women and things in 
general, what has it got them?” 


The lives of Chicago’s children have been saved to 
the extent of 30 per cent in one year because that city’s 
well-devloped play grounds have kept them off the streets. 
And with this percentage of decerase in automobile fatal- 
ities due to one of the greatest of all social inistitutions— 
the playground, we have had proven only one of the in- 
cidental reasons for directed play among children. The 
social and moral values of the modern equipped and sup- 
ervised playgrounds fully justify their establishment; and 
with the added preventative value in lessening accidents 
to the little ones the argument is complete and beyond 
dispute. And his obtains in the smallest town as it does 
in Chicago or Montreal, or in Calgary; it holds good on 
Crowfoot street. Nothing is too safe for the children of 
world. 


The Fundamental-Modernist battle that is going on in 
certain quarters indicates a wider cleavage than that of 
one church denomination. Forces of the world are fast 
lining into two great divisions, and many names are given 
to either side. The two schools of thought find express- 
ion in the radical and conservative, progressive and reac- 
tionary, flapperigm and old-timeism, youth and age, liber- 
alism and intolerance, the pace that kills and the simple 
life. It is not difficult these days to find the school of our 
choice, but it is rather difficult to find the consistent mid- 
dle ground and stick to it. 


The flowers and blooms along the highways are 
nature’s contribution to the delights of mandkind The in- 
dividual who takes or destroys these are displaying sor- 
did selfishness of which he should be ashamed. Our motor- 
ists are all to free in appropriating, these things that do 
not belong to them. ;
